Fiasco In Finland 


In Finland, on the other hand, 
the Red Army had little reason to 
be proud of its achievements. 
Overwhelming superiority in 
tanks and geroplanes failed to pro- 
duce an effective blitzkrieg. 
Masses of men were sent to des- 
truction in the Finnish — forests 
Without proper equipment — for 
fighting under local conditions, 
The Finnish defences on the Isth- 
mus of Karelia were not remotely 
comparable in strength with the 
Maginot Line; they consisted of a 
chain af pillboxes, adapted to the 
difficult) terrain. Yet it took 
months of fighting, accompanied 
by enormous casualties, before the 
Hed Army was able to force its 
Way through these defences by 
sheer overwhelming superiority 
in men and metal. Staff work in 
the Soviet-Finnish war was of in- 
ferior quality; elementary precau- 
tions, such as the camouflaging 
of tanks, were neglected; and the 
whole campaign seemed to be in 
the worst tradition of pre-war 
Russia, success achieved by mere 
massing of numbers, with little or 
no element of skill or finesse. 


A Handicap 


There are probably two ex- 
planations for the contrasted re. 
cords of the Red Army In the 
Far East and In Finland. 


Ever since 1931, the Soviet 
Union had been suspicious of Ja- 
pan and had maintained in East- 
ern Sibaria a picked army, train- 
ed for operations in that region, 
The Finnish war was an impro- 
visation, for which no adequate 
preparations had been made. And 
the open treeless prairles of Mon- 
golia were better sulted for the 
use of tanks than the frozen 
forests of Finland.

Marshal Bluecher, 
for many years commander in the 
Far East, disappeared. All the ad- 
mirals tn the Red Navy and many 
of the Jeaders in Soviet aviation 
suffered similar fates. All this 
must have had its effect on the 
efficiency of Red Army staff work, 
on the prospective effective utili- 
sation of the large numbers of 
tanks and aeroplanes which the 
Soviet Union has accumulated. 


Probably the safest estimate of 
the capacity of the Red Army at 
the present time would lie some- 
where between its own claims of 
“invincibility” and the utterly 
negative appraisals of the more 
extreme  anti-Communists. It 
could scarcely conceivably be used 
with success in offensive opera- 
tions against the German Reich- 
swchr at it present state of ef- 
ficiency; the inferiority in staff 
work, in organisation and co-or- | 
dinatlon, in the quality of its air | 
force, is too great. On the other 
hand, it js prabably well enough 
armed. and equipped to put up a 
stubborn defensive struggle, as 
Russian troops have often done in 
their past history, but on two con- 
ditions: that internal discontents 
would -not flare up under the 
stress of war and that the trans- 
portation system.’ chronically 
strained jn tlme of peace, did not 
collapse -under the vastly in- 
creased demands of war.

“For Asia, I am always aware 
of how much Russia's friendliness 
and helpfulness are meant in 
China's struggle aguinst the ag- 
gressor and how much that can 
mean when peace comes once

Nor---though China has suffered 
more than any other country from 
the failure to give the League of 
Nations its true utility--can 
doubt that such an Instrument of 
collective security and economic 
planning must be re-established 
and will find China, Russia, Au- 
stralia, India and also Japan her- 
self, when reason and justice final- 
ly return ty her counsels, working 
in harmonious couperition with 
the West.”
